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Many children who attend summer schools are too young to study 
much, ‘The teacher’s care and skill should be used in making the 
exercises for'them sufficiently varied, and progressive, and at the 
same time adapted to their capacity. Nor is this all,—the teacher's 
heart should go‘ out with love and kindness towards those, who 
are taking the first steps in the paths of human knowledge. As 
the buds of spring unfold most rapidly under the influence of gen- 
tle showers, and the warm sunshine, so will the mind and heart of 
youth be developed and expanded most successfully in the atmos- 
phere of earnest, faithful kindness. Jt is sometimes considered 
more honorable, as well as more difficult, to teach those, who 
have advanced so far as to take some of the higher branches of 
study. If it requires a more extensive acquaintance with books, 
does it require more skill, or better knowledge of mental philoso- 
phy? It is exceedingly important that good elementary instruc- 
tion should be given. First principles should be well understood, 
and thoroughly learned.—T hat teacher, who goes over the lessons 
of a little learner, in a monotonous, indifferent manner, is only 

‘cramping its budding intellect. Mistakes in spelling and pronun- 
ciation, are often made by those, who have spent years in study, 
that may be attributed to the inaccuracy, or inattention of some 
early teacher.—Such is the force of habit, especially of early habit.

WINTER SCHOOLS. 


Schools were commenced in all the districts under favorable au- 
spices. Thatin district number ten under the instruction of Mr. 
G. F. Piper, was brought to a summary close, near the commence- 
ment of the second week. In:the midst of the afternoon exercises 
fire was commnnicated to the roof of the house, through scme de- 
fect in the chimney. The winds of heaven fanned the flames, and 

this relic of the olden times was soon reduced toashes. » This sud- 
den interruption, and suspension of the exercises of the school, 
was certainly a misfortune to those engaged in pursuing their stud- 
ies. But when a new, convenient structure shall rise upor the ru 
ins of the old, what is now regarded as so calamitous, may be 
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deemed most conducive to the welfare of the children, and the 
_ prosperity of the district. The school in district number three is 
kept in a private room, and is now in operation. We are happy to 
be assured, that a schoolhouse in this district may soon be erected. 
We trust, that care will be taken to have it built after a good mod- 
el. The same degree of excellence was not found in all the win- 
ter schools. Some teachers are more apt to teach, and more skill- 
ful in the art of discipline than others. Some schools too, are 
composed of more teachable, obedient scholars, than are found in 
others. The scholar has a duty to perform as well as the teacher. 
He must appreciate the privilege of being instructed, and faithful- 
ly perform his appropriate part, if he would be a good scholar in a 
good school. There is a spirit of insubordination among the 
youth of this generation, such as was never known before. Young 
America puts on the boldness, and independence of manhood, be- 
fore it has learned to keep accounts; and sometimes, eyen before 
it can read without spelling. This should be subdued. Every 
teacher shou d do his utmost to make his school a school of good 
manners, good morals, and good order. No school that is disorder- 
ly can bea profitable school. The habit of whispering, though 
nearly overcome in some schools, is still prevalent in others. ‘This 
should not be allowed. There is no necessity for it. A success- 
ful teacher in New England, who has had the care of the same 
school, for several years, testifies that no scholars in his school, 
for two successive years, were known to whisper during school 
hours. He had appealed to their good sense of right and duty, till 
they became as ambitious as himself, to make. the school a model 
of good order, as well as of good scholarship. Such confidence, 
pelicans, between teacher and pupil is most desirable, though 
it cannot be attained at once. But when a scholar feels that his 
teache: is deeply interested in his wglfare and improvement, he will’ 
be stimulated to effort, dnless, indeed, he is devoid of any principle 
of gratitude and honor. Four teachers in the winter schools, were 
. They maintained their positions with credit to themselves 
and profit to their scholars. | | 
The Registers of several teachers, as in past years, bear marks 
of too great irregularity in attendance. ‘This is an evil, for which 
a remedy should be sought. It is exceedingly trying and discour- 
aging to the teacher. The habit of punctuality is in itself a vir- 


- tue, an essential part of a good education. That parent, who ex- 


pects his child to improve rapidly, when he is allowed to be ab- 
sent, or tardy, is most unreasonable. The loss of a single lesson, 
or general exercise, involves the scholar in dif ty and einbarrass- 
ment. The knowledge of a. subject, or branch of study is not to 
be thoroughly acquired at once. Step by step, patiently and per- 
severingly, must the student advance until he comes to a full un- 
derstanding of what seemed strange, and mysterious. Such an un- 
_ derstanding cannot be attained where one 1s suffered to be irregu- 
lar in attending school, _ Some links will be wanting in the chain 


~«-» Of effort... The reason and explanation of some rules will not be 
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anderstood, and the scholar’s interest and resolution will be dimine 
ished, if not destroyed. It is the duty and privilege of parents to 
do all in their power to promote the welfare of their children. 
What can give them truer and more heartfelt joy than to see their 
sons and their daughters, increasing daily in the knowledge of 
what is good, and pure and beautiful and tree—such a knowledge 
as will prepare them for usefulness here, and happiness ~ hereafter. 
Whose interests can be dearer to them? ‘By wise and judicious 
management parents can do much to aid, and encourage the teach- 
er in his difficult work. They can do this by visiting’ the school 
where their children are receiving instruction, Their sympathy 
will cheer his heart, and awaken a  livlier interest in his scholars, 

It may not be thought unnecessary, that a suggestion should be 
made in regard to the duty of prudential committees. It has 
been the policy in some districts, to divide the responsibility of 
this committee between three individuals.” This polic ‘y, we think, 
is liable to defeat its intention, and become the occasion of a 
division of interests, that may interrupt the prosperity of the 
schoo], In one instance during the past year, three teachers 
were examined for one school, all having some expectation of 
being employed. The duty of this committee’ can be more suc- 
cessiully - discharged, when the responsibility is assumed by one 
individual in whom the district lave confidence. It’ should, we 
think, be the aim of the Prudential committee to” employ the 
very best teacher that can be found, © although it mav require 
some increase of wages. With only the usual appropriation of 
the town, our schools are at present ‘far too short; but a"short 
school under good instruction, and good’ discipline, is’ more’prof- 
itable than a long school in which good instruction and ‘order, 
are found wanting. A teacher, who has prepared hinself for his 
work—whose intellectual attainments, and moral character, and 
cultivated manners, make him a worthy example, and a ‘compe- 
tent instructer, should’ receive an ample reward. SG 

It would sometines be regarded as a favor, if the Paubential 
committe, would give due notice, as required by law,’ on com- 
mencement, and especially, the close of the ‘scliool. 

Several school houses, were reported last ‘year, as béibe i in an 
unhealthy, and iwncomfortable condition. They ‘remain ‘still in 
that state, without any essential improvement. They need’ to be 
displaced, or remodeled. ‘Two districts are’ now destitute of a 
- schoolhouse. ‘These are the smallést districts in town, ' They are 
able to build good houses; but when a district can furnish ‘only ) 
twelve, or fifteen scholars, may it not be regarded as’ good 
policy to have “it divided—a part going in one direction, and the 
remaining part in another, By such a division, and union, better 
_ houses could be built, and better instruction could be’ secured. 

Those to whom the care of building school houses is committed 
should be careful to obtain a good ‘plan. They should’ visit and > 
examine houses, built according to an improved model, ~The lo- 
cation should be pleasant, and ‘healthy. ‘Too many of’ the hous- 
es now in use were evidently built without much regard to com — 
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‘fort, neatness or taste. No tree or shrub has been planted, or al- 
fowed on the spot where they stand, either for ad da ee 


nade, aNd» some of them are crowded too near the dusty

Much has been said, dmaghos been written, in regard to the 
importance of good moral and religious instruction in our primary 
. schools; more needs to besaid. Such instruction is a vital part of 
a good education. There is, we fear, almost an entire neglect of 
. this part of the teacher’s duty in many of our schools. It is a rad- 
: ical defect. In an age like the present, when so many evil influ- 
ences are operating, and there is su great a neglect of parental 
faithfulness, the consequences of this deficiency will -be disas- 
trous. However well our work may Igpertornes in other respects, 
© by this neglect it will be marred. at beauty and symmetry of 
a * character so lovely in youth, wi!l be found wanting, if their moral 
. and religious instruction is neglected, When citizens of the 
town shall become more liberal in appropriations for the support of 
schools—when parents shall become faithful in all their relations— 
when committees shal! be influenced by right motives in procuring 
teachers, and, when teachers shall fully realize the high and holy 
trust committed to their hands, then, may we hope to see the 
échools in this town, raised to a rank, above what they have yet at- 
3 tained. .
